Vlmolllllmdm Onlnter

esting Transportation Prob-
lem Affecting Astoria.

The Dallem poriage rallway project,
about which so much Is printed In the
varlous Oregon papers at present, s
not well anderstood In its  probable
effects by all, A gentleman who In well
up In northwest transportation affairs,
and sapecially those relating to the n-
torents of Amtorin, has this to say of
the u-lnu

“The efforts of the corporate intarests
of Oregon to defeat the portage rall-
way uppropriantion made at the lust nes
slon of the legisinture, throngh the me-
dium of the referendum, are watched
with much Interest In this oity, W, €,
Cowgllly, formerly of Astorin, in the
pringipal agitator in the scheme to de-
feat the legimlative act. The furor that
his campalgn han caused hoad had the
effect of placing him before the public
In anything but an enviable light, and
it develops that Mr. Cowgill does pol
cut mueh lee in Buker City, where he
now resldes, an n result,

“T'he portage road appropriation is
the most Important legisiative fund
that has ever been set aslde, L1 will
create ppposition for the present grain-
cirrying lines down the Columbla river,
uffording water competition with them.
The présent rated ure so high that the
portage road will effect by force a very
materinl reduction and T s this o |
which has aroused the rallronds 1o ac-
thon, If the road is bullt the producers
of a vast territory will be released
from thielr present bondage.

“Construction of this road promhll al
s0 to have a decided effect on Astorin
harbor, If the road Is hglit, rates will
rome down with a gratfying thud,
Now, lower rallrond rates on  grain
mean thyt the sound roads will be un-
able to compete with the Columbia riv-
er rond—the O. R. & N, branch gf the
Harriman system. Frgo, the sound
roads must And an outlet at the Colum-
bis river's mouth. In anticopation of
the coustruction of the portage road,
the Northern Pacifie, with characteris-
tie enterprise, has prepared for the ex-
tenwion of Its Woe down the north bank
of the Calumbia, to the river's mouth,
where ample harbor faollities are avall-
ahle. When the Northern comes to the
Columbia’s mouth, the Harriman line
wust do likewlse, To use good, plain
inglish, whenever the Northern comées
dnwn the north fork of the Columbla—
or the south bank, elther, for that mat-
ter—the Harriman system will of neces-
wity come W Astoria.

“It wil be seen that the portage road
will have & far-reaching effect on trans
portation conditione In the northwest.
At presant the three nporthwestern
rallroads are enjoying the biessings of
high rates but the combination could
not be naintalned with water competl-
tion from the dalies of the Columbia
river to the sea. This competition
would be compelled to meet the reduce
tlon. This reduction would make it im
possible for the sound ronds to haul
graln at anything but o dead loss over
thelr heavy gradea Into Seattle and Ta-
coma, and they would be compelled to
seek a Columbla outlet, *

“Any Astorian who would attach his
slgnaturs to Cowglil's petition would be
a tealtor of the frst water, The port-
nge road appropriation was made for
the henafit of the producers, who hayve
long submitted to extortion, and its de-
feat would be a public culamity.

“It Is Interesting in this connection
o note that the toll exaeted for carry-
ing griin to Portland, Seattle and Ta-
coma from the wheat felds exceeds
the charge on graln from Chicago to
Liverpool, For this reason the three
northwestern roads, while owned by
hostile Interest, are content with (he
present divisional arvangement.”

The Salmon

Situation

——

Result of Hatcheries' Operations
Will Be Shown In This
Year's Work.

The bensfits of artificiel prpagation
wil be detrmined during the present
lishing season In & more satiefactory
manner than ever before. Results in
past years have been gratifying, but
thir year's supply of fivh ought, In the
watural order of things, be far o ex-
coss of that of 1962, In view of the
lesson that will be taught by thin year's
supply, the outcome of the season's
work s awilted with interest,

The firmt big hatchery run goeurred
In July; 1801, Then, it will be rémem-
bered, salmon swarmed the river, Glll-
netters returnéd to the cannerfes with
bontlonds of fine fish, while the stines
and trape took countless tons. That
the fish were propaguted at the state
hatcheries was positively demonstrated
ol by the number of marked fish thken.
Last year's supply was also very good,
although there was not the congestion
that oceurrsd in 1001, -

The hutcheries have turned qt more
amall fish with ench succeeding senson,
and the supply this year ought to be
greater than that of las year. That
the runs will materialize |s firmly be.
lleved by those who have followed the
progress made In artificlal propagn-
tion. The hatchery fish are nol ex-
pected to make thelr appesrance in
the river for ~ome time to come, but
when they appear fishermen will reap

The supply of salmon In now very
whort. The season openal up well
enough, bul after the first two weeks
there came a slump that has lasted
ever since. Receipts at all the pack-
ing housss are very light, and “no fish”
i$ the common reply to inquiries re-
garding the extent of the supply. The
firh which ure being caught, however,
are of fine quality, and all the large
ones are pickled for shipment abroad,
Some of the cold-storages are pleking
undersised fish to suppy the less fas-
tidous markets, None of the canneries
are operated except for a short time
dally, the employes being engaged al-
most wholly in the manufacture of
cans, preparatory to the anticipated
rush latsr on |

The gillnetters are taking practically
all of the fsh now being caught,
celpts from other sources being incon-
sequential. The prevalling price for
salmon weighing 2% pounds and over
is 6 cents, while for smaller fish § cents
s pald.

The increased facilities for handling
fish this season would tend to make
the supply appear smaller than usual,
and final figures will be necessary to
give the general public a line on the
nctual extsnt of the run of solman.
Bhould heavy runs occur during the
geason, the pack of canneries and cold-
storages will be much heavier than
during 1802, as greater quantities of
fish can be handled.

Fishermen and packers ailke are
hopeful for the success of the Beanon's
work, despite the uneatisfactory sup-
ply at the pressnt time.
